In this ¢ 
movement we may be witnessing the first 
step in a general retreat which, 
begun, can scarcely stop short of the 
Meuse, and may easily be converted into 


a wholesale rout. It may, on the other 


‘hand. mean no more for the moment than 


a local rectification of front, which is 
clearly required as a measure of precau- 
tion in view of the salient position in 
which La Bassée has been placed by recent 
developments to the north and south. The 
extreme tenacity, however, of the enemy's 
resistance in the region of Cambrai and St. 
Quentin, where the Hindenburg Line has 
been definitely breached, suggests that 
they are attempting to cover preparations 
for a general retreat. In such a retreat 
withdrawal from the positions in. the 
neighbourhood of La _ Bassée would 
naturally be the first step. No operation 
is more difficult than-that of breaking off 
a general action in the face of a persistent 
and superior enemy who holds the initiative. 
If it is to be attempted at all, it must be 
attempted first upon those sectors which 
are momentarily quiet. The sector of La 
Bassée is such a sector. It is also a sector 
which, while momentarily quiet on its 
front, is gravely threatened on its flanks. 
This sector astride the La Bassée Canal 
has been turned into a salient by the ad- 
vance between Douai and Cambrai to the 
south of it and by the Anglo-Belgian 
advance in Flanders to the north of it. 
The main communications of the La 
Bassée sector run north and east to 
Lille. Yesterday's withdrawal upon this 
sector is chiefly significant as showing that 
the enemy are drawing in their front 
towards that city in view of the possible 
necessity of its abandonment. 

The advance in Flanders of General 
Plumer’s: Second Army, with the Belgian 
Army on its left, has been Sarried forward 
south-east of Ypres to the town of Menin, 
on the Lys. Direct German communica- 
tion between Lille and the Belgian front 
has thus been ‘interrupted. Menin itself 
is not yet occupied, but General Plumer 
has secured a bridge-head south of the 
river immediately to the west of it. Menin, 
in the campaign of 1914, was regarded by 
Viscount French, like Marlborough before 
him, as the key to Lille. It is now being 
used in more auspicious circumstances as 
such a key. The enemy's withdrawal from 
La Bassée towards Lille is one indication 
that, in the presence of this threat from 
the north-east, they feel their hold upon 
Lille to be precarious ; but there are other 
indications. It is reported, both from 
French and Dutch sources, that the Ger- 
mans are requisitioning all means of trans- 
port in the city. If Lille goes, much of 
West Flanders must go with it. Accord- 
ingly there is probability in the reports 
that the people of Lille are being evacuated 
to distant towns of Belgium near the 
German frontier, and that instructions 
have been given for the removal of the 
enemy's archives in Belgium to Germany. 
The enemy are at the same time reported

Belgium. A clear line must be drawn 
between devastation which is a necessary 
and legitimate operation of war and de- 
struction which would be a wreaking of 


the baffled invaders’ spite upon the little , 


country that already they have wronged so 
grievously. The Allies should give clear 
warning that reprisals will be taken 
against German cities when the war is 
carried into The enemy’s country. 

The connection of the operations: in 
Flanders and against Lille from the north 
with those in the region of Cambrai and 
St. Quentin to the south and those in 
Champagne at the other extremity of the 
front is not obscure, As the Allies ap- 
proach- the German frontier more nearly 
the maneuvring ground behind the enemy 
grows narrower. They suffer from the 
extreme disadvantage that the lateral line 
of communications between the northern 
and the southern parts of their front runs 
through the occupied territory west of the 
Ardennes, and that. if that communication 
is cut, their armies will be virtually severed 
into two halves. Their northern set of 
communications through Belgium, more 
over, converges eastwards into the bottle- 
neck between the frontier of Dutch Lim- 
burg and the Ardennes. A retreat from 
Belgium through this bottle-neck must, in 
the most favourable circumstances, be a 
very difficult and highly critical operation. 
Jt would become an altogether impossible 
operation if any large part of the German 
armies whese lines of supply run south of 
the Ardennes is thrown northwards into 
Belgium to increase the congestion of the 
Belgian railways. 
executed at all, must clearly pivot on the 
German left and wheel back by the right. 
This circumstance explains the desperate 
tenacity with which the enemy are resist- 
ing on their left in Champagne and in 
centre between Cambrai and St. 
The latter is the most critical

Doctors in Parliament. 


The next General Election may mark 
the beginning of the end of the profes- 
sional politician's supremacy in public 
affairs. In this war all the big things have 
been done by men who were properly 
qualified for their jobs, and the mere 
talker has been at a discount. The pre- 
sent House of Commons, elected before 
German ambition imposed the gospel of 
efficiency on these islands, is thoroughly 
discredited. The new Government depart- 
ments are now careful, when filling im- 
portant posts, to prefer to the influential 
amatear m&n who really know their busi- 
ness. Lord Beaverbrook, for instance, has 
transformed the Ministry of Information. 
At the outset our war propaganda was 
notoriously bad, and Allied and neutral 
countries remajned completely ignorant of 
Britain s immense achievements and saeri- 


fices. To-day these are appreciated widely 


because they are advertised by men of alert 
intelligence who are trained writers. Mr.

Parliament hitherto on the strength of 
party catch-cries and a glib tongue, has 
had his day. For a long time after the 
war the country will be faced with great 
problems of reconstruction, The elec- 
torate will demand the services. of 
men who, by profession and experience, 
are fit to deal with such problems. 
Labour, of course, will be represented 
largely in the next and future Parlia- 
ments. Commerce, industry, agriculture, 
and science will be better represented than 
now, and the legal element will suffer pro- 
porgionately. Since the war began the 
Government has given the Ministry of 
Education to an expert in education, and 
Mr, Fisher’s success has established an 
important precedent. This new and most 
wholesome tendency is illustrated by the 
medical profession’s claim for a larger 
voice in the framing of public policy. On 
Tuesday, in London, a meeting of the pro- 
fession advocated the election of medical 
men to the House of Commons so that ex- 
pert advice might be available on vital 
questions concerning the national health. 
It supported the project of an executive 
committee which would select suitable 
members of the profession who might be 
willing to stand as candidates. Dr. 
Addison, Minister of Reconstruction, said 
that medical men must play an essential 
part in future Parliaments if the country 
was not content—in the Prime Minister s 
words—“to run an Al Empire on a C3 
population.” The War Cabinet is now 
considering the long-delayed scheme for a 
Ministry of Health, and, in connection 
with it, Parliament must look to its 
medical members for the working out of a 


systematic health policy. We hope that 


Ireland will send her fair share of medical 
men to future Parliaments. Past neglect 
of housing and other health problems in 
this country has been largely due to the 
lack of professional advocacy in the House 
of Commons. 


The Dublin Milk Trade. 


The public will learn with surprise and 
regret that the Irish Food Control Com- 
mittee has approved of the action of the 
Dublin Dairymen’s and Cowkeepers’ Asso- 
ciation in increasing the price of milk to 
eightpence per quart. We publish to-day 
a statement by the Committee giying 
the reasons which led it to sanction 
the milk-vendors’ proposal. It virtually 
admits that “a close and exact balancing 
of the total cost and total expenditure” 
involved in the production and distribu- 
tion of milk shows that eightpence is 
“ fractionally higher ” than the price re- 
quired to give the milkmen a reasonable 
profit. Why, then, did the Committee

MILITARY AWARDS. 
ee ee 
Second Lieutenant C. Kelly, M.M., RG.A., 
has een awarded the Military Cross. 
While out with a patrol he encountered a 
strong hostile party, who bombed him, but by 
using his revolver he succeeded in geiting away 
and bringing back information. Again he did 
excellent work with a party of gunners, with 
rifles, in holding up the enemy while the guns 
were being withdrawn. He frequentl} re- 
turned to the battery under heavy fire to obtain 
further supplies of ammunition, though at the 
time he was suffering from the effects of gas. 
The award of the Military Cross, which was 
conferred upon Captain Harry Godfrey Massy- 
Miles, R.A.M.C., attached London RKegiment, 
who died on 26th April, 1918, from “worn 
received at Villers-Bretonneaux, has been re- 
ceived by his wife, Mrs. Charlotte Massy-Miles, 
Meath Convalescent Home, Bray. The Secretary 
of State, in forwarding the award, expressed 
his regret that this gallant officer, who gave his 
life for his country, did not survive to receive 
his award from the hand? of Hie Majesty the 
King, and attached a statement of the services 
for which the decoration was awarded—viz., 
“For conspicuous gallantry an] devotion during 
several days of severe fighting, when he kept in 
close touch with the battalion, working unceas- 
ingly, without rest, during the whole period, 
dressing the wounded, including the French. He 
showed great initiative in establishing forward 
R.A.P.’s, reconnoitring their sites beforehand 
under heavy hostile shell fire, thus graatly assist- 
ing the rapid evacuation of casualties. His cour- 
age and cheerfulness throughout a period of 
reat strain were beyond praise.” Captain H. G. 
fassy-Miles was the eldest son of the Rev. 
Joseph H. Miles, M.A. “ Pendennis,”’ Teign- 
mouth, Dévonshire. : 
Temporary Second Lieutenant Hugh Galbraith, 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, has been awarded the 
Military Cross “for conspicuous gallantry and 
devotion to duty duri a withdrawal! lastin 
several days. During this period he command 
a company, and, by his skilful handling of it, 
was enabled when the flanks had been turned to 
effect its withdrawal with but slight losses. 
Later he led a counter-attack with the greatest 
courage and determination, and succeeded in 
driving the enemy from a trench, which he held 
until he was wounded. Throughout the opera- 
tions he set a magnificent example of coolness 
and devotion to duty.”

capture from the north. ' At any moment 
now a great enemy retreat may begin on a 
scale of a surprising character. It is 
recorded that great agitation prevails 
among the Germans in Belgium, and in- 
structions have been issued that all State 
archives are to be taken to Germany as 
soon as possible. German soldiers are 
saying that they will not be six weeks 
longer in Belgium, while rich Germans 
are selling their property. All this points 
to a retreat. 

As to the nature and extent of that 
retreat and when it will begin we are un- 
able to judge, but military opinion here is 
certain that.it is being contemplated, At 
present the weather conditions on the 
western front are to the advantage of the 
Germans, but, if they should change in our 
favour, the Germans will bé compelled to 
make almost superhuman efforts to save 
their front on the west. It is regarded as 
beyond dispute that the five great battles 
now raging mark the culmination of the 
German efforts to stay the advance of the 
Allies, and nothing the German can dc 
in the future can possibly equal or ap- 
proach the desperate efforts now being 
made. 

The total number of prisoners taken on 
the various fronts, including the fifteen 
thousand armed Germans and Austrians 
taken by the Japanese in Siberia, since 
July 18th now reaches 316,000. 

The news that the entire German 
Ministry had resigned left people here 
quite cold. Nobody worries much about 
the German rulers now; the only people 
who count are the German soldiers. Once 
they are dealt with, the turn of the rulers 
will come, and until then the public in- 
terest in them is small. The fact is that 
people are disinclined to put any faith in 


that the people of Germany are yet 
awakening to the necessity of ruling their 
own country. Not until the Allies are at 
their very gates is it likely that the Ger- 
man people will fully realise their posi- 
tion. The Kaiser and his junkers have 
too long drugged them- with false words 
and hopes. 

Damascus, the oldest city in the. world 
according to repute, has fallen to the 
British arms, and another bright jewel in 
the Turkish Crown has vanished. The 
loss of this famous city must create a deep 
impression, in the whole of the East, for 
its fame is great. In Turkey the news 
will be received with bitterness and morti- 
fication. Nothing further has yet been 
heard of the Turkish “ feelers” so freely 
yesterday, but the Evening 
Standard says that it is informed on good 
authority that there are strong grounds for 
accepting as accurate the report current 
in the city to-day that Turkey has made 
more approaches to the Allies. These are 
said to be through financial channels> It 
is understood that the War ‘Cabinet is 
fully informed on this matter. While 
there is nothing of an official character in 
this direct approach at the moment, im- 
portant pon mas" are confidently ex- 
pected. 

‘A Londoner’s Diary ” in the Erening 
Standard to-day gives a talk which the 
writer has had with two of the Overseas 
Pressmen who have been visiting Ireland. 
The visitors were struck by the fact that 
the Sinn Feiners said that they wanted a 
republic or nothing. These men struck 
them as a truculent, implacable type. 
That makes it difficult for Home Rule, 
observed the Australian of the two Press- 
men, but our faith in the Federal system 
is notshaken. A New Zealander said that it 
was plain from the outset of their meet- 
ings with the Sinn Fevners: that the men 
were not Home Rulers at all. They did 
not disguise the fact that they were pre- 
pared to make Ireland a second Heligo- 
land. This attitude came to the visitors 
as a great shock. 

An interesting: visitor has just arrived 
in London from the United States in the 
person of Mr. John D. Ryan, the head of 
the United States Bureau of aircraft pro- 
duction. An avjation expert, he has for 
years given his own ample means for the 
development and encouragement of the new 
arm of warfare; During the week he is 
to be in close conference with Lord Weir 
and other officials of the British Ais 
Ministry, and-with Mr. M. D. Baker, the 
United States Secretary of War, who has 
returned from the American front in 
France to meet him. 
Mr. Ryan heralds the coming of the 
United States aeroplanes in vast numbers. 

Some time ago there came a 
from the women’s organisations in America. 
for a film which would demonstrate the 
many aspects of the war-time service of 
British women on the home front. The 
official answer of the cinematograph de- 
partmént of the Ministry of Information 
has taken the form of a remarkable pro- 
duction called “Mrs. John Bull Pre- 
pared.” This film, which is being de- 
spatched to America very shortly, presents 
in a delightfully original way the wonder- 
ful awakening of Britain’s. womanhood,

A ONE-DAY STRIKE. 
With the object of enforcing their claims fer 


.2 war bonus on Civil Service terms the majority 


of national teachers in Ireland withdrew from 
their schools yesterday. They assembled at ap- 
pointed centres and signed the following pledge: 

We, the undersigned. hereby solemn pledge 
ourselves to withdraw from our schools on N ber 
4th shoukd the tral Executive Committee of the 
Irish «National ‘hers’ Organisation decide that 
such a course is necessary to enforce our demand 
for a war on full Civil Service terms: and 
we further ourselves to remain out until 
suc are instructed by ovr Central 
Executive Committee to resume duty. 

Over five hundred teachers signed the pledge 
in Banba Hall, Rutland square, Dublin, and 
afterwards a meeting was held, at which an im- 
portant announcement was made to the effect 
that the Conciliation and Arbitration Board 
had over-ruled the objection of the Treasury 
to the teachers being considered as State ser- 
vants. It was also announced that the claims 
of the teachers would shortly be heard by the 
Board, but it was, however, agreed to proceed 
with the arrangements for a general strike 
should such a step become necessary. 

The situation created in Dublin by a day’s 
withdrawal of the teachers from their schools 
was in many ways a curious one. The great 
majority of teachers obeyed the decision of 
their Executive to absent themselves from duty, 
and as a result most of the national schools 
were closed and the pupils had a holiday. In 
some of the Model Schools, such as those in 
Marlborough street and at Inchicore, the prin- 
cipals and some of the teachers arrived at 
their posts as usual, but they found that most 
of their pupils had followed the popular policy 
of abstention. In many instances such schools 
were eventually closed, and the pickets, who 
had been keeping a vigilant eye om the pre- 
mises, found their services unnecessary. Hand- 
bills were freely distributed by pickets, even 
amongst the youngsters as they trooped unvwill- 
ingly to school, and the information was in this 
way sent broadcast, that ‘“‘every teacher work- 
ing in a national school to-day is a blackleg.”’ 
It was evident that their youthful sympathy 
was with the pickets, but parental fear drove 
them schoolward, only, however, to be soon 


released. 
PROTESTANT SCHOOLS. 

While almost all the Roman Catholic schools, 
except those under the direction of the Christian 
Brothers, were closed, many of the Protestant 
ones were open. This fact was not due to 
any antagonism on the part of Protestant 
teachers to trade unionism, but rather to a 
difference with their Roman Catholic colleagues 
on a question of policy. While some of the 
Protestant teachers took their stand with the 
*“ strikers,’ most of them decided to adopt the 
views propounded in responsible quarters, and 
mám to pin their faith to the word of 
ord French and others in authority, who are 
known: to be anxious ta, have their claims ad- 
justed. This sound policy had the support of 
all the principal teachers and managers in the 
Protestant schools and of many of those of the 
Roman Catholic faith. It was explained yester- 
day by a teacher who adopted this policy that 
by withdrawing for a day the teachers had 
gained nothing, as the decision of the Concilia- 
tion Committee to recognise them as State 
servanis—a status for which they had been 
fighting for a long time—was in no way con- 
nected with yesterday's display. Other teachers, 
however, pointed out that the step which they 
took yesterday was intended more than any- 
thing as an_illustration of the strength of their 
Organisation, and as an instance of what they 
could do were it eventually necessary to resort 
to a genera! strike. 

The strength of the organisation in Dublin 
was certainly displayed to effect when the 
teachers assembled at 10 o'clock to gubscribe 
to their pledge. They besieged the entrance to 
the hall, and it was some time before all could 
be accommodated for the purpose of roll-call. 
It was stated that only 2 per cent. of the mem- 
bers failed to answer their names. Several 
tables were provided, at which the plejge was 
signed, a process which occupied mos™@f the 
forenoon. The situation was eagerly discussed 
in the meanwhile, and much interest was dis- 
played by women members, who formed the bulk 
of the gathering, in the reports of the pickets. 
The system of picketing seemed to have been 
thoroughly planned and carried out effectively, 
many of the pickets being formed into corps of 
cyclists. There was much enthusiasm when the 
decision of the Conciliation Board was made 
known, the news being generally hailed as a 
decisive victory over the teachers’ traditional

ARBITRATION BOARD AND THE 
TREASURY. 


Mr. J. F. O'Farrell, Central Executive Com- 
mittee, who accompanied Mr. Farren, of the 
National Executive of the Irish Trades Unions, 
to London, expressed himself thoroughly 
pleased with the result of the interview with 
the members of the Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion Board, whom they saw on Monday, The 
Treasury was represented at the interview, ard 
& discussion took place as to whether national 
teachers could be regarded as Government em- 
loyés within the terms of reference of the 
oard. The decision to recognise their claim 
to a hearing would, he stated, be received with 
great satisfaction by the teaching body in gene- 
ral, as hitherto the great difficulty with the 
Treasury was the question of fixmg respon- 
sibility. The. fact that they had now definitely 
established their claim to be regarded as Go- 
vernment servants opened the road to great 
ossibilities in the future. The Conciliation 
joard Was, he explained, 
the Treasury, and the latter must bow to its 
decision. Mr, O'Farrell paid a tribute to the 
great help which he secured from the fact that 
the teachers’ organisation was a unit in the 
trades union movement in Ireland. The date 
of the hearing of the claims had not yet becn 
fixed, but it was expected to take place shorily. 
If the Board decided that th mm gus were en- 
, there would he 
no necessity for a general strike in November, 
and he personally expressed himself as being 
very hopeful as to the ultimate decision of. the 
Board. 


IN THE PROVINCES. 


The majority of Belfast schools of all de 
nominations were closed. In a number of cases 
the schools opened as usual, but owing to the 
appeals made to parents through the Press 
there was a reduced attendance, and it was 
found impracticable to proceed with the work 
of the day. One school in North Belfast which 
remained open was surrounded by a number 
of children from other schools in the vicinity 
and stones were thrown at the windows, either 
in sympathy with the teachers’ movement or 
with a desire to secure a holiday for the 
children. A number of windows were broken. 
and the police eventually cleared the children 
from the rae ag The “down canes” movement 
was certainly very popular with the chil 
who aig á enjoyed their relaxation ho 
discipline. The teachers have to a large extent 
the sympathy of the general public in Belfast 
but there is also a desire that the salaries at 
present paid, together with the bonuses and 
oy aig during the war, should be 
made generally known, so that an opportuni 
would afforded the public of suistiolan the 
justice of the teachers’ ¢!laim. Although there 
is general support for the teachers, there are 
a considerable number of people who do. not 
thoroughly understand the position, but believe 
that the teachers’ salaries and working hours 
are much better than is general! supposed. 

Of the twenty-eight schools in | ia 
Borough, sixteen were closed and twelve re- 
mained open. The sixteen included all the 
Roman Catholic schools and several of the 
Protestant echools. Trade unionists withheld 
their children from school in support of the 
teachers’ claims. In one of the Protestant 
schools which remained open only a smal) per- 
ogo Aig pupils fuoned up, and eventu 
the school was closed.

There is mo consideration for the slacker, 
and the man who is clearly shown not to have 
the nerve for work in the air must find his 
place in some other branch of His Majesty» 
Service. Still, there are found to be a certain 
residue of failures who, by sympathetic instruc- 
tion under éxpert medical direction, may 
turned into successes, and the Air Force can- 
not afford to lose such men for the sake of & 
little trouble. : 

The problem is, if neither slacking nor funk, 
what is the impediment in the way of flying 
in each particular case? This problem is 
tackled at the medical flight, and very often a 
solution is found, and the remedy applied. As 
an example may be mentioned the case of a 
man who was discouraged because in every 
attempt at flight he made bad landings, and 
smashed the under-carriage of his machine. 
Medical examination reveafed a hitherto unsus- 
pe defect in the eyesight, which caused 

im to misjudge the distance from his aero 
plane to the ground. He was supplied with 
proper glasses, resumed training, and p 
out a flier. 

The existence of this medical or hospitel 
flight must not be made an excuse for bad 
work in the training squadron. Still, it is well 
that the public should know, and the men 
themselves know, that there is no mechanical 
rejection for failure in flying without inquiry 
into causes; that the candidate who has, let us 
say, bad luck, has sympathetic treatment, and 
still a chance to make good. 

If the newly-gazetted pilot is proceeding to 

the battle—zone he may spend a period at a 
school of special flying to réceive the finishing 
touches to his instruction. At these schools 
the flight instructors also are taught. The 
school visited by the party of journalists, on 
whose impressions these articles are based, is 
reputed to develop the finest flying in the 
world. 
_ It may be that the pilot has elected to serve 
in seaplanes. The journalists were able, at a 
coast station, to see something of the training 
of those who are to play a part-in defeating 
Germany á U-boat campaign, in bombing enemy 
naval bases, and in coast defence work gener- 
ally. The seaplane, or flying beat, does not 
“ stunt,”” but it is a very interesting piece of 
mechanism, whose flying capacities are on the 
increase. There are special features in the in- 
struction given, having direct bearing on the 
special work on seaplanes or flying boats. Some- 
thing of navigation is taught, for instance, and 
the cadet learns what a German submarine 
looks like on the surface and below water, and 
how to distinguish, on a distant view, types of 
warships of different nations.
